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4. I have often noted fome that zx^ Ihort-figked -^ I fay not 
voreMindy to difcern all things that are doneabout themjalrnoii 
quite behind them, more perfedly then the beft- lighted ^ it the 
room was not too large for the reach of their fight. 

5. Alfo fome of Dr. Lowers Obferuations I could confirme 
by my own experience. In my youngeft days I had a very nar- 
row efcapefrom an excellent Horfe^ which had that only defed-j 
vvhich they call Moon- blind (and they told me of it after the mif- 
chief.) I purposed to leap a Ditch, but the Horfe fawnoDitch^ 
fo we fell in together. AsCoach-and Cart-herfes have flaps on 
the Ear- fides of their eyesp fo thefe fliips may befitted (and ia 
fome (liew of ornament j to fhadow the over-part of the eyes^ 
and yet to aflEbrd them light enough to fee their way, I know 
not, whether it be ufual amongft you -, but I have feen a young 
Child wear a Kind of black Riband, like a narrow Mafque before 
her eyes, the Riband or Maske having holes made in fit places 
to guide the eye. And this was faid to be an eflfedual remedy 
to cure the Child of Squint ing> which flie had hereditarily fiom 

her Mother. 

To conclude , for your trial of the Tuhulous fpecudes t, t \t 
Tubes may be of paper only colored black, and parted on, and 
with the inner folds to be drawn out from one inch to three ^ fome 
of the folds to be taken our, that the orifice may be wider or 
narrower, as beft fits to every degree of defed,

that thereit had been known 30 years agoe •, whereof the Pub-

For which^ that Boma^ Author alledgeth a place out of 
the faid Libanjim (in Befenfwne Sjntagmatis Arcamrum Chjmi- 
CQrum contra Heningum Schncumannumy aSime 2. pag.B. Edit. 
jFrancos^ A.iSi's) where the Transfufion is fo plainly defcribed-» 
that one can hardly difcourfe of it with more cleernefs^ than there 
isdone, in thefe words : Adftt((d\thLihaviu4l,c.') ^uveriuro^ 
i?f4fiuSyfmus^fanguinefpirituofoplems : Adpet exhaufius n^iribus^ 
tenuis^ macilentus ^ vix ammam trahcns^ Mdgifler arris habeat 
tubulos argentcos inter je congruentes^ aferiat arteriam robufi^i^ ^ 
tubulum inferat muniatque 5 mox & dgr^i arteriam finddty drtubft- 
lum f^mineum infgdt, ^am duos tubulos ftbi mutuo applicet^ (^ 
ex Jano fanguis arterialis^ calens drfpirituofus faliet in dgrotum^ 
unaque vita font em afferet omncmq^e languor em pellet. This in- 
deed is cleer enough, and obliges us to averre a greater antiquity 
of this operation^ than before we were aware of 5 though 'tis true, 
Zibavius did not propofe it but only to mock at it (which is 
the common fate of new Inventions, in their Cradle 5} befides 
that he contrives it with great danger, both to the Recipient and 
'Eminent^ by propoling to open Arteries in both i which indeed 
may be pradifed upon Brutes , but ought by no means upon 
Man,
